the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
railw ay bridge at Kinzie street, a com­ 
bination baggage and sm oking car al­ 
most perpendicular, with one end rest­ 
ing on crushed abutm ents and the oth- 
^er end submerged, comprise all th a t 
rem ains out of the w ater of the Evans­ 
ton suburban train No. 45. th at left the 
union station at 9:50 o’clock last night. 
Through confusion as to signal lights 
Engineer Cleveland 
approached 
too 
iiear the open draw and his engine and 
one car plum ed into the river. Specta­ 
tors of the accident declare 
th at 
it 
seemed a miracle that the engineer and 
fireman, the conductor and thirty odd 
passengers of the train escaped with 
nothing more than slight injuries.

A few m inutes before IO o’clock the 
tra in stopped south of the N orthw est­ 
ern tracks about IOO feet away from 
the bridge. 
The flagman gave the sig­ 
nal and Engineer Frank Cleveland of 
Evanston started his engine. 
In the 
riv er a tug was w histling for the bridge 
to open. 
The engineer looked for the 
red danger signal, but, apparently see­ 
ing a white light flash from the bridge, 
opened the throttle of his engine, and 
2he train rapidly approached the river. 
Ju st back of the tender was a ear, 
the forward end of which was parti­ 
tioned off for baggage, the rear being 
tised as a smoker. A dozen passengers, 
including one woman, were scattered 
athrough the smoking car, and the rear 
coach was well filled with people. 
Suddenly a voice from the half-open 
bridge shouted a frantic w arning; 
a 
m an on the public bridge, near by, 
yelled: “The bridge is open,” but the 
signals came too late, and the big en­ 
gine plunged over the abutm ent, hung, 
w ith w hirling forward wTieels suspend­ 
ed for an instant, and then sunk into 
th e w aters below\ 
As the steam of the submerged loco­ 
m otive cleared away the sm oking car, 
still lighted, gradually sunk 
till 
the 
forw ard, or baggage, end was entirely 
under water, and the car was alm ost 
on end. By this tim e the men passen­ 
gers had become som ew hat accustomed 
to the situation, and began to scramble 
or climb, ladderwise, up the arm s of the 
seats toward the top door.

The soil was very dry. th a t' 
which was recently stirred thoroughly ' 
dried out. and besides the ext.rcu.et 
heat 
when thermometers stood at 
ninety degrees and above nearly every 
midday of the week, made the w ater­ 
ing out of plants or machine trans­ 
planting very 
precarious business. 
These circumstances, however,did not 
prevent a good many growers from 
putting cut their tobacco even though 
they saw them afterwards scorch and 
burn upon the fields.Plants were dam­ 
aging on the beds,so it was taking the 
chance of losing them it they remained 
on the beds or being destroyed by the 
burning sun when transplanted.

good many acres of tobacco have been 
planted we imagine, 
th ai has been 
labor thrown away. 
Rain, and that 
too, within a very few days, fellowed 
by cooler weather is absolutely neces- 
cary to secure anything like a success­ 
ful planting of the 97 crop, the Edg­ 
erton Reporter says.
